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PROVISIONAL SPECIFICATION 
Improvements in Scholars' Bags or Satchels 



I Thomas Hahky Hyatt, a British 
Subject, of Safeguard Works, Cecil Street, 
Walsall, in the County of Stafford, do 
herety declare the nature of this mven- 
6 tion to be as follows: — 

This invention has reference to improve- 
ments in scholars' bags or satchels. 

It is the general practice to provide 
scholars' bags or satchels with a strap 
10 which permits the bag either to be slung 
from one shoulder or to be positioned on 
the back and supported by passing the 
loop of the strap under the armpits and 
then over the head so that the said loop 
16 rests on the nape of the neck. The use 
of the strap as a sling is not too comfort- 
able in practice as such a means of sup- 
port is conducive to a swinging of the bag 
or satchel and with the alternative method 
20 of using the strap referred to above the 
carriage of the wearer is usually affected, 
and furthermore the a trap is found to cut 
into the neck when the bag or satchel is 
heavily loaded. t 
25 The present invention has for its object 
the provision of an improved scholars' bag 
or satchel which is not susceptible to the 
disadvantages hereinbefore referred to 
and which furthermore is durable and 
30 efficient in use. 

The invention consists of an improved 
scholar's bag or satchel which is char- 
acterised by a suspension means incor- 
porating a centrally disposed strap which 
35 is secured at its lower end to the bag or 
satchel and branching shoulder straps 
which have a pivotal or analogous con- 
nection to the tree cud oi the alorcsaiu 
centrally disposed strap .-aid shoulder 
40 straps also being attached to the bag or 
satchel so as to he capable of being looped 
round the shoulders when the bag or 
satchel is being carried . <m ihe hack of the

45 The invention further resides in tile 
details of construction of the improved 
M'hoku's' hay: «>r -ai-.hel i" be described 
hei ei natter. 

According to convenient ciubuduuenl 

50 of the invention the hup roved scholars 
bag or satchel comprises a pitched leather 
main bag or satchel portion for containing 
books which is closed by a flap which folds

o\*er the front of the bag or satchel and 
which is provided adjacent each end with 55 
a strap said straps co-operating with 
buckle^ t arried by leather tabs which are 
sewn l-o the front of the bag or satchel 
portion. The aforesaid closure flap is also 
provided adjacent its free end with a 60 
longitudinally arranged strip of metal 
which is enclosed within a pocket, formed 
by sewing on to the underside of the flap 
a' strip of leather the said metal strip rein- 
forcing the edge of the hap and prevent- 65 
ing curling of the edges. The strip of 
leather sewn on the underside of the flap 
is covered at the central portion with a 
short length of pigskin or like leather 
which can readily be written upon thus 70 
providing a means for marking the bag 
with the name and address of the owner. 
Intermediate the buckles the front of the 
bag or satchel has sewn thereto an expand- 
ing pouch or pocket the mouth of which is 75 
closed by a sliding clasp fastener. Sewn 
to the central portion of the front of the 
bag or satchel, and preferably obscured by 
the upper portion of the bag of the 
expanding pouch or pocket is the lower 80 
and broader end of a flat leather strap of 
a substantially truncated triangular 
shape. The upper end of this flat strap 
is 'looped over and attached to a metal ring 
which is capable of turning relatively to 85 
the loop at the upper end of the central 
strap. Secured to this ring but movable 
relatively thereto are shoulder _ straps 
which are attached to the said ring by 
looping the ends over the ring and secur- 90 
ing the loops by means of rivets and 
stitching. The' said shoulder straps 
branch outwardly from the ring and are 
passe 1 through side rings carried by tabs 
which are rivet ted and stitched to the 95 
hack of the bag or satchel adjacent the 
ends thereof and substantially midway 
between the top and bottom of the back 
of the bag or satchel. The ends of the 
shoulder straps which are parsed through i00 
the said side rings are secured to buckles 
of known kind which are si id ably mounted 
on the respective interme hate portions 
of the shoulder straps said Ridable buckles 
permitting the adjustment of the effective 105 
length of the shoulder sfraps as required.

tive length of t-lie shoulder straps to suit 
the particular individual the user slips 
the arms through the looped shoulder 
straps so that the bag rests on the back 
of tin; user with the flat strap substan- 
tially vertical, the attachment of the 
shoulder straps to the tint central strap by 
means of a ring permuting the shoulder 
straps automatically accommodating 
themselves to the back of the particular 
user thus ensuring comfort in use. 

Furthermore, the pull on the central 
strap due io this strap being secured to t he 
outer side oi" the bag or sab* die! portion 
ensures that, rhe bag or satchel is pulled 
firmly on to the back of the wearer again 
ensuring comfort in use. 



aLo ieovcr 11 should k- pointed oiu mat by 
passing the shoulder straps through rings 20 
fixed t-o the back of the bag or satchel tiie 
shoulder straps are enabled to twist so as 
to tie edgewise at the pans which pass 
under the armpits of the user. 

In addition it: should be observed that 25 
the improved details of construction pro- 
vide for a scholars* bag or satchel which 
is hard wearing and efficient in use and 
whi.di may he carried in the hand with 
the straps *as a handle it required. 30

i he bottom of the bag. 

In my opinion uowever. a bag con- 
structed in accordance with the foregoing 
prior proposal does not provide for the 85 
i;ag being pulled firmly on t<j the back of 
the wearer, nor for the easy twisting of the 
straps where they pass under the armpits 
of the use;, and the present invention has 
lor its object the provision of an i,m proved 90 
scholar.-/ bag. or satchel which is not sus- 
ceptible u> the disadvantages hereinbefore 
rererred to and which furthermore is dur- 
able and ciiieient in use. 

According to the iu vent ion the 95 
improved scholar-" bag or satchel incor- 
porates a centrally disposed strap secured 
at. its lower end to the trout; of the 'nag

According to the embodiment of t lie 
invention illustrated i he improver! 
scholars' hay or satchel comprises a 
L0 .-tit died leather main hag' or sale lie 1 por- 
tion 3 for containing hooks which, is 
<dosed by a flap 3 :| which folds over the 
front of the bag • nr satchel portion ."J and 
whicli is provided adjacent each end with. 
]5 ;i strap 4 said < J raps -1 co-operating with 
buckles ') carried by leal her tabs 0 which 
are sewu to the front of the bag or satchel 
portion 3. The aforesaid closure Hap 3 :y 
is also provided adjacent its free end with 
a longitudinally arranged strip of metal 
7 which is eiodosed within a pocket foimed 
by sew ing on to the underside of the flap 
3 ,L a .>t rip of leather S the said metal strip 
7 reinforcing the edge of the flap 3 :i and 
preventing curling ot the edges. The 
strip of leather S which is sewn on the 
underside of the flap 3 :i is covered at the 
central port inn with a short length of 
pigskin or like leather not shown, which 
can readily be wrhien upon thus provid- 
ing a. means for ma riving the bag with the 
name and address of the owner. Inter- 
mediate the buckle* 5 the front of the bag 
or satchel portion 3 lias sewn thereto an 
expanding pouch or pocket 0 the incut Zi 
of whir It is closed by a sliding clasp 
fastener 10. Sewn in the central portion 
n'i the front of the bag or satchel portion 
3. and preferably obscured by the upper 
40 portion of the bag of the expanding pouch 
or pocket 0 is the lower and hroader end 
of a flat leather strap i I. of a siihstani ia 1 ly 
truncated triangular shape.

..aid slidabie buckles 10' permitting the 
adjustment of the effective length of the 
shoulder straps as required. 

En use after the adjustment of the effec- 
uve length of the shoulder straps lb* to 70 
suit the particular individual the user slips 
the arms through the looped shoulder 
straps 13 so that the bag rests on the back 
of Die user with the Hat cenvial strap 11 
substantially vertical, the attachment of 75 
the shoulder straps J 3 to the flat central 
strap 11. by means of a ring \2 permitting 
the shoulder si raps 13 automatically 
accommodating themselves to the back of 
the particular user thus ensuring comfort 80 
in use. ""^ 

Furthermore, the pull on the central 
strap 11 due to this strap being secured 
to the outer side of the bag or satchel por- 
tion 3 ensures that the bag or satchel is JJ5 
pulled firmly on to the back of the wearer 
again ensuring comfort in use. — 

Moreover, it should be pointed out that 
by passing the shoulder straps J 3 through 
rings Id fixed to the back of the bag or 90 
satchel portion 3 the shoulder straps 13 
are enabled to twist so a- to lie edgewise 
at the paits which pass under the armpits 
ot the user. 

Ln addition it should be observed that 95 
the improved details oi construction pro- 
vide tor a scholars' bag or satchel which 
is hard wearing and efficient in use and 
which may be carried in the hand with 
the straps as a handle if required. 100 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature ot my said inven- 
tion and in what; manner the same is to 
be performed, T declare that what 1 claim 
is:— 105 

1. A scholars' bag or satchel having a 
centrally disposed strap secured at its 
lower end to the front of the bag or 
satchel, a ring carried by the upper end of 
said strap, blanching shoulder straps HQ 
anchored to said ring at ibeir upper ends 

mi a- to per.mii ni mo*, eineii ; taking place, 
between the shoulder strap- and said ring 
and rings for anchoring the lower em's of 
the shoulder straps to 1 he back of the bag 115 
or satchel .
